THE international break gave 
all Saints fans the chance to 
take a deep breath and take 
stock of what has been an 
incredible start to life back in 
the Championship. 

A best ever start to the season 
saw Nigel Adkins’ men record four 
straight league wins before an 
unfortunate defeat at Leicester 
brought the run to an end. 

Even the most optimistic Saints 
fan could scarcely have dared to 
dream that their side would be top 
of the Championship table after 
four games, let alone scoring goals 
for fun and playing some great foot¬ 
ball as well. 

It’s been a remarkable ride thus 
far and The Pink takes a look at 
some of the reasons for the success. 

PRE-SEASON 

Few teams have a good start with¬ 
out a decent pre-season behind 
them. 

That doesn’t have to mean win¬ 
ning lots of games - there’s only so 
much that can be achieved by 
knocking over a bunch of Swedish 
part-timers or similar. 

But you have to make sure your 
players are fit, confident and 
understand what is being asked of 
them when the big kick-off comes. 

There have been so many exam¬ 
ples of teams cruising trough pre- 


CHELSEA manager Andre 
Villas-Boas and Saints boss 
Nigel Adkins share one huge, 
striking, similarity. 

Much like Villas-Boas, pic¬ 
tured, Adkins started out as 
a physio and his career in 
football has gone from heal¬ 
ing damaged limbs to repair¬ 
ing damaged clubs. 

Adkins’ record at Saints 
stands out superbly, with a 
win percentage of 70, having 
won 35 games out of 50. 

When he was first 
sought after by chair¬ 
man Nicola Cortese, fol¬ 
lowing Alan Pardew’s 
sudden sacking, some 
Saints fans questioned 
whether the club still had 
ambition, as many wanted a 
bigger name. 


like Adam Lallana, Morgan 
Schneiderlin and Alex 
Chamberlain, while using 
the likes of Jose Fonte to 
pass it out from the back. 

The focus was on retaining 
possession and removing 
the direct approach. The 
change of style was brave, 
but the players adapted. 

While the champagne foot¬ 
ball was flowing, behind the 
scenes Adkins was also 
building bridges and instill¬ 
ing confidence. 

The manager has never 
criticised the team, or an 
individual. 

One particular player he 
singles out for praise consis¬ 
tently is Guly do Prado. To 
many Saints fans he is 
something of an enigma - he 


has undoubted quality, yet 
sometimes makes some 
noticeable errors. 

Even when Guly didn’t 
have his best game, Adkins 
would defend him. Now, he 
is one of the club’s most 
important players and has 
repaid the faith Adkins put 
into him with vital goals. 

Many fans are surprised 
Saints have started the sea¬ 
son in spectacular fashion, 
but we shouldn’t be - much 
of football is won psycholog¬ 
ically. What Adkins has 
done is made the players 
mentally focused. He knows 
leagues aren’t won by teams 
but are won by squads. 

And this squad has the 
ability to take the 
Championship by storm.

However, Adkins showed 
at Scunthorpe that he could 
mould together a group of 
players, and his manage¬ 
ment of people was his 
greatest strength. 
The first thing he 
did at Saints was 
to get to know the 
players. 


Previous Saints boss Alan 
Pardew was popular with 
the squad, a “footballers’ 
man”, however something 
was missing under Pardew. 

The transformation of 
Saints under Adkins was 
quick, steady and quiet. He 
was soon getting the team 
playing for him with 
his unique stamp of 
football, fitting into 
what Cortese calls 
the ‘Southampton 
way’. 

How he did that 
was by making the 
best use of the techni¬ 
cal players that he 
had at his disposal,

Saints’ first season in League One 
with the likes of Rickie Lambert 
being recruited very early on. 

A stirring run only just saw them 
miss out on the play-offs despite a 
ten point deduction and land the 
Johnstone’s Paint Trophy at 
Wembley. 

The following season it was no 
surprise to see the same squad win 
automatic promotion. 

Now all those players signed by 
Pardew, plus a sprinkling of new 
additions, are doing the business 
in the Championship. 

When Pardew first arrived he 
spoke of the need to develop a win¬ 
ning mentality in the club and that 
if Saints got it it could take them 
far. 

They had developed it before 
Adkins came in and, despite a stut¬ 
ter in the void left after Pardew’s 
sacking, he has carried it on. 

Keeping together the same group 
was a risk, and going forward it 
may need to be changed, but thus 
far it has paid off. 


An intangible asset but so impor¬ 
tant to sporting sides. 

Momentum can feel unstoppable 
- the very same group of players 
can feel like they will win no mat¬ 
ter what when things are going 


well or like they will never win a 
game again when they are going 
badly. 

Saints had a fantastic run to 
secure automatic promotion from 
League One towards the end of last 
season. 

Despite that, it didn’t feel like a 
large amount of momentum was 
carrying over through the sum¬ 
mer. 

But that proved to be incorrect as 
the team picked up where they left 
off. 

Alright they have only just lost a 
game and not suffered serious 
injuries or harmful suspensions 
yet, and those are the big tests, but 
thus far they are flying. 

Going 3-1 down at Leicester and 
having been so shaky they could 
have folded and conceded a couple 
more. 

But there was clearly that belief 
as a result of their momentum that 
they could overcome their poor 
start and get something from the 
game. 

As it turned out they had given 
themselves too big a mountain to 
climb but the belief was there for 
all to see as they battered the 
Foxes towards the end of the game. 

ADAPTABILITY 

There were certain players in the 
Saints squad that you just knew 
would make the step up to the 
Championship. 

Adam Lallana was always going 
to be easily good enough, as was 
Jose Fonte. 

Kelvin Davis had been there and 
done it all before whilst David 
Connolly has played at a higher 
level. 

But as for the others there were 
some who we suspected would be 
good enough and others we 
weren’t so sure about. 

Thus far Adkins has only used a 
limited number of players which 
means the squad is really yet to be 
tested for depth. 

The players that have played 
have been superb though. 

They haven’t just looked like 
being able to compete in 
Championship but able to deal 
with the best in the division. 


Saints were handed a few fix¬ 
tures at nice times - but they made 
the most of it. 

Leeds were struggling on the 


opening day having just lost both 
of their strikers after a shaky sum¬ 
mer. It was the perfect time to play 
such a big club, especially at 
home. 

Saints’ first away game was at 
Barnsley who were in a very nega¬ 
tive frame of mind, trying to find 
their feet under a new manager 
with new ideas but on the back of 
a very bad result. Again it was the 
perfect time to play them. 

Ipswich were also rocking, 
though in fairness they still are. 

It doesn’t take away from Saints’ 
achievements to say they got a few 
kind breaks in the way the early 
season fixtures panned out 
because you still have to beat 
whatever is in front of you and 
nobody is juts going to turn up to 
get beat. That said it did help. 

ATTACKING STRENGTH 

Saints’ success has been built 
on their ability to score goals - 
as a record of 12 in five games 
underlines. 

The attacking triumvirate 
of Rickie Lambert, David 
Connolly and Adam 
Lallana have been sen¬ 
sational. 

Championship teams 
have yet to work out 
how to deal with 
Lallana drift¬ 
ing inside 
from the left 
wing, and the 
player himself 
has raised his 
game still further 
the step up. 

Lambert and Connolly also work 
so well together, dropping deep, 
running off each other. 

Connolly has relieved some of 
the goalscoring pressure on 
Lambert by contributing so many 
himself, and the big man remains 
so very key to the way Saints per¬ 
form. 

Saints do need to sustain goals 
from other areas of the pitch 
over the course of the season, 
though. 

And how they will perform 
when one or more of the three 
inevitably sustain an injury, or 
pick up a suspension, that keeps 
them out of the team remains to 
be seen. 

But whilst they are fit and firing 
they are going to be a massive 
challenge for any Championship 
defence to contain. 


TACTICS 

Adkins has got his tactical 
approach just right. 

He hasn’t mucked about too much 
with the diamond midfield which 
proved effective on occasion when 
employed during a game last sea¬ 
son but was largely made to look 
like an inferior formation when 
starting with it. 

Instead he has largely stuck to a 4- 
4-2, ensuring the players are clear 
about their roles and responsibili¬ 
ties and understand it at all times. 
That is generally the best way. 

However, he has allowed them the 
freedom to express themselves 
within the constraints of the forma¬ 
tion. 

There has been a great flu¬ 
idity of movement, and 
consequently awareness 
from the other players. 
That has made Saints 
very hard to defend 
against.

As well as Adkins, the Seagulls 
chief also beat the fellow shortlist¬ 
ed pair of Derby’s Nigel Clough 
and Middlesbrough’s Tony 
Mowbray to the crown. 

But, realistically, the award was 
always going to go to one of 
Poyet or Adkins. 

The decision of the judging panel 
might well prove an extra sweet 
one for the Brighton boss. 

There was a simmering tension 
between Poyet and Adkins last 
season, after the Seagulls were 
irked by a throwaway comment 
from the Saints manager about 
whether Brighton could keep up 
with them. 

That led to a major attempt to 
humiliate Adkins when the teams 
met at the Withdean Stadium, 
after Brighton had sealed the title. 
But the Saints boss turned the 
tables that day and guided his 
side to a dramatic come-from- 
behind 2-1 win that ended up 
leaving the hosts red-faced. 

The two will clash again when 
Brighton visit St Mary’s on 
Saturday, November 19. 

Picking up the award, Poyet said: 
‘This is credit to everyone at the 
club, but especially the staff at 
the training ground and of 
course the players.” 

There was disappoint¬ 
ment for Saints 
winger Adam 
Lallana, who was 
beaten in the 
player of the 
month category by 
Middlesbrough forward 
Marvin Emnes.

EMOTIONAL CONNECTION: Do you feel one to England’s millionaire footballers? 


WITH the break from action for 
Premiership and Championship 
clubs, the focus turned from 
domestic to international foot¬ 
ball. 

There used to be a time when an 
England game was something to look 
forward to. 

I remember many matches spent in 
the pub with friends, when the 
atmosphere would often be electric. 

This time I watched one England 
game on my phone, the other at 
home... The honest truth is that I 
wasn’t really that bothered, and I 
wonder if I’m alone? 

Don’t get me 
wrong, I’m 
English and 
proud of it, but 
over recent years 
I’ve found more 
national pride in 
watching the 
cricket than I 
ever can watch¬ 
ing football. 

Am I alone in 
feeling isolated 
from the English 
national football 
team? 

Am I alone in feeling no connection 
with the likes of Frank Lampard, 
John Terry and Ashley Cole? 

Or am I looking for something in 
football that just no longer exists 
anymore? 

There has always been an argu¬ 
ment of club over country. 

Mostly, I find that those who watch 
their club week in week out will pick 
them over country. 

Those that watch football from afar 
tend to pick country over club. 

It’s by no means completely that 
way but, without wishing to be over¬ 
ly controversial, there is a palpable 
difference between fans that go to 
club football on a regular basis and 
those that don’t, when it comes to 


club like Everton, who haven’t won 
anything of note in years, are that 
much in the mire then football is in 
real trouble. 

The banks are closing their doors 
to football clubs, as the recession hits 
harder and harder. 

It’s not rocket science, there is no 
money in football anymore unless 
you’re a Manchester United, 
Manchester City or Chelsea. 

But you have to spend money to be 
one of those three, and the money 
spent to achieve Champions League 
status far outweighs the rewards. 

What bank would lend you money 
to get something that is worth less 
than what you spent to get it? 

There is a link between the two top¬ 


ics. If people such as you and I are 
losing interest in the national team, 
why is it? 

It goes back to something I men¬ 
tioned earlier, the lack of empathy 
most of us have with the players on 
the pitch. 

For those of us who watched Saints 
go from the Premier League to 
League One, the players we watch on 
a Saturday actually mean some¬ 
thing. 

I couldn’t, for the life of me, watch a 
club like Chelsea or Manchester City 
and their collection of various multi¬ 
millionaire show ponies. 

Where’s the emotional connection 


to the players? How can you feel any 
kind of empathy to a player who 
earns more in a week than some do 
in a year? 

Instead, we find ourselves on a 
seemingly endless merry-go-round 
of mediocre England performances, 
centreing around a seemingly 
untouchable group of millionaires 
who somehow seem to dictate what 
names go on the team sheet. 

No matter how well the likes of 
Gary Cahill, James Milner or Gareth 
Barry perform they’ll always be 
replaced by the Frank Lampards, 
Steven Gerrards and Rio Fredinands 
of this world, who always seem to 


have some sway on who plays and 
who doesn’t. 

How many times have you seen 
England show promise, show some 
desire with a younger team, only to 
see the same old faces come back in 
yet another dull, uninspiring show? 

Saints face Nottingham Forest 
today. It’s not as glamourous as 
England, or as high profile, but 
Saturday will see me at St Mary’s 
rather than watching yet another 
dull, lifeless, England performance. 

Does that make me odd? Probably, 
but until you can get me to care 
about the national game then I’d say 
no.

IF only England manager 
Fabio Capello could transfer 
away success to Wembley. 

A comfortable 3-0 win in the 
Vasil Levski stadium in Bulgaria 
gave me a growing sense that we 
were witnessing a fresh start. 

Tactics and team selection sug¬ 
gested a much more positive 
approach. 

Frank Lampard was dropped to 
the bench, the first time this mag¬ 
ical midfielder had not started a 
competitive match for England 
since the World Cup quarter final 
v Brazil in 2002. 

His days may be numbered, fol¬ 
lowing Scott Parker’s selection, 
while the absent Steven Gerrard 
and Jack Wilshere will certainly 
jump to the front of the queue 
when they are available. 

Gary Cahill had an outstanding 
game at the back. 

Added to his defensive qualities 
is his eye for goal, as he showed by 
opening the scoring. 

It must have been a frustrating 
week for Cahill, with all and 
sundry expecting him to join 
Arsenal or Spurs. You wondered 
if that disappointment would 
affect his performance. Not so. 

Ferdinand may also see his per¬ 
manent position under threat, not 


just from Cahill but from new 
teammate Phil Jones, who is like¬ 
ly to be fast tracked before long. 

England’s approach in Sofia was 
the most positive performance for 
some time. The pace and move¬ 
ment of Ashley Young and Theo 
Walcott was backed up by the 
inspirational Rooney, who trans¬ 
ferred his club form into a match¬ 
winning performance. 

His two goals propelled him into 
the top ten of all-time England 
scorers, with 28. With this new¬ 
found optimism and Wales’ win 
over Montenegro, our closest 
rivals, Capello could be justified 
for thinking everything went well. 

Unfortunately, England’s match 
against Wales, apart from the 
result, was a massive let down. All 
the expectation and optimism 
after the Bulgaria win vanished in 
that lethargic performance 
against a side ranked 117th in the 
world. 

England must thank their lucky 
stars for the horrendous miss by 
sub Robbie Earnshaw, as Wales 
deserved to take a point from 
Wembley. 

So where does the problem lie? 
England’s performance at 
Wembley was ordinary at best 
and afterwards Capello suggested 
many senior players are mentally 


scarred. 

But certain selections 
have not been good 
enough. I have never . 
felt that James 
Milner and Gareth 
Barry have the 
necessary ability • - 
to be regular inter- 
nationals. 

Playing for your . 
country used to be a 
privilege and the pin¬ 
nacle of your career, but Paul 
Ince is the latest former England 
player to say that more impor¬ 
tance is now attached to the 
Premiership and Champions 
League. 

Capello told us he could see the 
players were not up for it in the 
warm up, but it’s his job to make 
sure they’re prepared. 

If he has doubts about certain 
players they should be disregard¬ 
ed in favour of hungry players. I 
believe Capello should have been 
released after the 2010 World Cup 
shambles. England need someone 
new in place before 2012 because 
our priority should be the 2014 
World Cup. 

After 2012, Capello walks away 
and two years is too little time to 
prepare for a tournament of this 
magnitude.

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I AM glad to see that at long last Theo Walcott 
agrees with me. 

For the last two seasons, I have gone on record 
to say Walcott would never be a natural wide 
player. 

His main problem is his inability to find ways 
past defenders other than using sheer speed. 

That is not a criticism but an observation 
after seeing him over many games. 

He has also commented on the fact 
he joined as a striker and prefers 
that role. 

He points out that even in wide 
positions Arsenal are not a 
crossing team. 

His ability is to make quick, 
darting runs from deeper central 
positions, demonstrated by his 
winning goal in the Champions 



League success in Udinese. 

Surprisingly, he has never made more than 28 
appearances in a Premiership season, sug¬ 
gesting a player prone to picking up injuries. 

All other stats show an improvement in all 
departments, in particular his nine goals in 28 
league appearances last year. 

His ability to play through the middle should 
be taken on board by Arsenal and England. 
Given this role, I believe he will prove a 
great asset for club and country.

WHEN YOU think of the chang¬ 
ing face of Saints down the 
years you immediately recall 
former players, managers, 
maybe even chairmen. 

But the most visible sign of change 
is the club’s kit. 

Saints have had many different 
designs and styles for their shirts, 
with the home kit mainly focusing 
on the classic red and white stripes 
which are so synonymous with the 
club. 

Here at the Pink we celebrate 
Saints’ home kits through the years 
by printing a timeline of how things 
have changed and looking back at 
some classic images from our 
archives. 

1885: White shirt with red sash the 
first kit of St Mary’s Young Men’s 
Association. 

1889: Shirt design changed to red 
and white quarters. 

1894: Club becomes Southampton 
St Mary's, with shirt changing to red 
and white halves. 

1896: Southampton FC is created 
and the first red and white stripes 
appear. 

1957: For the first time, the shirt 
switches from a collar, moving to a 
v-neck. 

1974: The first manufacturer badge 
- a small Umbro logo - appears on 
the shirt. 

1976: Admiral become the new 
manufacturer and the first big 
design change since 1896 occurs, 
with stripes of varied thickness. 

1980: Patrick take over as manu¬ 
facturers. The main body of the 
shirt becomes white, with red 
stripes off to the side. Rank Xerox 
become the first main shirt spon¬ 
sors. 

1983: Air Florida take over as shirt 
sponsors. 

1984: Draper Tools begin their 
period as sponsors. 

1985: Saints change to a mainly red 
shirt, with shadow stripes. 

1987: Hummel become manufac¬ 
turers and launch a complicated 
halved design. 

1989: Saints switch back to more 
traditional red and white stripes. 

1993: Pony become manufacturers 
and produce a somewhat maligned 
effort, featuring the trademark 
Pony ‘tick’ design. Dimplex become 
main shirt sponsors. 

1995: The traditional, simple, red 
and white stripes return, as 
Sanderson take over as sponsors. 

1999: Very thick red and white 
stripes brought in, as Friends 
Provident are announced as new 
sponsors. 

2001: The traditional red and white 
stripes return. 

2006: Flybe become main sponsors. 

2010: Flybe end deal. Saints unveil 
a white kit with a red sash, harking 
back to their roots, in order to cele¬ 
brate the club’s 125th anniversary. 

2011: Saints return to red and 
white stripes.

A VIEW FROM THE STANDS 

with Saints fan Dan Kerins 


DOMESTIC football has returned 
after what many see as the sickly 
sweet methadone of international 
fixtures. 

In England, most football fans appear to 
put club before country, not least 
because of the extremes of unbelievable 
hype and hugely over-the-top disappoint¬ 
ment when reality hits home. 

The most recent international break 
was swiftly followed by a meeting of the 
European Club Association (ECA), which 
is essentially a reformation of the defunct 
G-14, but now with a total of 201 clubs 
rather than 18. 

What they are demanding may be wel¬ 
comed by many fans in this country, who 
no longer feel love and excitement for the 
international game. 

Essentially, they want fewer interna¬ 
tional matches each year and more rev¬ 
enue from FIFA and UEFA tournaments, 
namely the World Cup and European 
Championships. 

This year, including the cancelled 
Holland game, England have nine fix¬ 
tures -around a third less than other 
nations such as Spain, Italy and Brazil - 
and club’s don’t really get anything out of 
it, other than a risk of injuries and com¬ 
pensation should that occur. 

They argue the schedule is already too 
congested and that meaningless fixtures 
should be culled. The thing is, they have 
no problem creating more meaningless 
fixtures for themselves. Aside from sum¬ 
mer tours to the Far East or North 
America, the Champions League is a 
shining beacon of the clubs’ abilities to 
play the tune. 

I’m sure most fans would rather a 
return to the old straight knock-out for¬ 


mat of the European Cup, fought between 
bona-fide Champions, rather than wast¬ 
ing half the season with meaningless 
games as Man United’s B team take on 
the second best team in Switzerland. 

International football for me, should 
still be the pinnacle of the game. 

Without an ability to be partisan, foot¬ 
ball loses a certain edge. A great game 
will always be a great game, but for every 
Liverpool v Alaves from 2001, you get two 
like AC Milan and Juventus in 2003. 

Even when Man United and Chelsea 
squared up in the 2008 final in Moscow, 
other than the fans concerned who really 
cared which side won? 

International football however, brings 
together a far wider cross section of sup¬ 
porters. Go beyond Hampshire and 
watching a Saints game in a pub can be a 
fairly lonely experience. Watching an 
England (or in my case Ireland) match 
however is a very different experience. 
Communal, even. 

Ultimately, the ECA are only trying to 
protect their financial interests. Football 
as entertainment for supporters barely 
even registers on the radar. 

International football, like the domestic 
version, can be brilliant, enthralling, 
turgid and dull. It has its problems - not 
least FIFA itself - but that doesn’t mean 
it should be cast aside or hacked down to 
a shadow of what it was. 

The ECA may have the power at the 
moment, but that doesn’t mean we 
should lose other forms of the game 
which those clubs deem pointless, be 
they international matches or the League 
Cup. 

Football is entertainment for fans, and 
the sooner the people in the sport at least 
try to acknowledge that, the better it’ll be 
for everyone.

Bradbury tips new boy Wes to shine

BOSS Lee Bradbury 
is backing new 
recruit Wes 
Thomas to maintain 
his rich vein of 
goalscoring form 
when he steps into 
League One with 
Cherries. 

Bradbury yesterday 
ended his exhaus¬ 
tive search for a 
striker when he 
signed Thomas 
from League Two 
leaders Crawley 
Town - initially for 
a maximum 93 
days on an emer¬ 
gency loan. 

The 24-year-old 
will be available for 
Cherries until 
December 10 but 
will then have to sit 
out until the deal is 
made permanent in 


the January trans¬ 
fer window. 
Cherries have 
agreed an undis¬ 
closed six- 
figure fee with the 
Red Devils and 
Thomas will even¬ 
tually pen a two- 
and-a-half year 
contract. 

Thomas trained 
yesterday morning 
with Bradbury’s 
squad at Canford 
and was in 
contention to make 
his debut in today’s 
League One clash 
with Chesterfield at 
the Seward 
Stadium. 

Boss Bradbury 
made his move for 
the Enfield-based 
frontman after 
watching him in 


action during 
Crawley’s midweek 
win over Cherries 
in the Football 
Combination. 
Formerly with 
Dagenham & 
Redbridge, Thomas 
earned a lucrative 
move to Crawley 
after netting 19 
goals for League 
Two strugglers 
Cheltenham last 
season. 

Bradbury said: “He 
had been on my list 
of summer targets 
but ended up going 
to Crawley. 

“I think he was dis¬ 
appointed there 
because he had not 
playing. There are 
two lads in front of 
him who are scor¬ 
ing regularly and 


they are top of 
their league. 

“I watched him in 
the reserve game 
on Tuesday and 
then spoke to 
(Crawley manager) 
Steve Evans about 
him. I saw it as a 
good opportunity to 
make an approach 
and Steve reluc¬ 
tantly agreed to let 
him go. 

“He works very 
hard and defends 
from the front. He 
is quick, strong and 
has a good 
goalscoring record, 
albeit in League 
Two. I think he will 
be more than capa¬ 
ble of getting goals 
in this division with 
his athleticism and 
work rate.”

CHERRIES’ poor start to the 
season escalated into a full¬ 
blown crisis after they were 
subjected to a crushing home 
defeat by fellow strugglers 
Chesterfield today. 

The Spireites arrived at the 
Seward Stadium bidding to end 
their worst start to a season for 110 
years and departed with their first 
victory of the campaign. 

Defeat condemned Cherries to a 
fifth successive league reverse for 
the first time since 2006 - former 
boss Kevin Bond’s first five games 
at the helm. 

Despite having the better of the 
opening period, Lee Bradbury’s 
men reached the break trailing to 
Alex Mendy’s headed goal after 32 
minutes 

However, second-half goals from 
Craig Westcarr and Leon Clarke 
knocked the stuffing out of the 
hosts, leaving them deep in the rel¬ 
egation mire just a month into the 
season. 

New loan signing Wes Thomas 
from Crawley was handed his 
Cherries debut as boss Bradbury 
made three changes to his starting 
line-up. Strikers Thomas and Ryan 
Doble came in for Steve Fletcher 
and Lyle Taylor, while fit-again 
Scott Malone replaced Warren 
Cummings at left-back. 

Thomas showed some neat touch¬ 
es during the early stages and 
linked well with Doble, even if 
goalscoring chances were at a 
premium. 

The first opportunity fell to Shaun 
Cooper midway through the first 
half, his effort from a well-worked 


corner cannoning off a defender 
and landing at the feet of Marc 
Pugh. 

And after the midfielder had sized 
up a shot, his drive just cleared the 
crossbar, with Spireites goalkeeper 
Tommy Lee possibly touching it 


over. Adam Barrett arrived to meet 
a Pugh corner, only for his volley to 
strike Lee Johnson before Nathan 
Byrne’s stinging 20-yarder flew 
over the crossbar. 

Disaster struck for Cherries when 
Chesterfield opened the scoring fol¬ 


lowing their first meaningful foray 
on the hosts’ goal after 32 minutes. 

Leon Clarke, signed by the 
Spireites from Swindon during the 
week, delivering a hanging cross 
into the danger area and Mendy 
powerfully headed home at the far 
post. 

Byrne then saw a close-range 
snapshot blocked by Jonathan 
Grounds before the Spurs loanee 
drew a fine save from Lee after let¬ 
ting fly from just inside the 18-yard 
box. 

Pugh just failed to connect after 
Doble’s angled drive had flashed 
across the face of the goalmouth 
before Shaun MacDonald’s timely 
tackle denied Danny Whitaker a 
shooting chance. 

Lee blocked Pugh’s drive at the 
start of the second half before the 
Chesterfield goalkeeper saved from 
Thomas after the striker had tried 
his luck from distance. 

Chesterfield doubled their lead 
when Westcarr made the most of 
some non-existent marking before 
finishing well with a left-foot 
shot into the top corner after 59 
minutes. 

A double substitution saw Steve 
Fletcher and Jayden Stockley 
replace Byrne and Doble before a 
stunning save from Lee prevented 
Pugh halving the arrears. 

Clarke made it 3-0 when he 
touched home Westcarr’s low cross 
in the 70th minute before Mendy 
went close to adding a fourth with a 
glancing header. 

Pugh continued to be thwarted by 
Lee and the Chesterfield defence, 
although Cooper’s late headed 
clearance denied Westcarr in the 
closing stages.

WEST Ham kicked off life with¬ 
out Scott Parker with an 
enthralling 4-3 victory against 
10-man Portsmouth at Upton 
Park - their first home win in 
more than six months. 

The reigning Football Writers 
Association player of the year 
joined Tottenham on transfer dead¬ 
line day, but the Hammers respond¬ 
ed with a spirited performance in 
which debutant Henri Lansbury 
and goalkeeper Robert Green 
shone. 

After the visitors took the lead 
through a Luke Varney effort that 
deflected off Carlton Cole, West 
Ham equalised a minute later 
through former Portsmouth mid¬ 
fielder Matthew Taylor's free-kick. 

Despite the Hammers dominating 
first-half proceedings, they had 
Green to thank for pulling off a 
number of good saves before 
Lansbury netted eight minutes into 
the second period. 

Portsmouth equalised in the 60th 
minute after David Norris' header 
was adjudged to the cross the line, 
but then had skipper Liam 
Lawrence sent off for a second book¬ 
able offence. 

STRUGGLED 

Steve Cotterill’s side visibly strug¬ 
gled with 10 men as a Mark Noble 
penalty and a superb Cole header 
secured West Ham a fourth win of 
the season, although it was tem¬ 
pered slightly by Frederic 
Piquionne’s red card and a Greg 
Halford penalty in stoppage time.

“They were asking for athletes over 6ft 3in to 
see if they could come forward and transfer 
their skills to a minority sport,” recalled 
McMillan. 

“The sports I saw when I was applying 
online were handball, rowing and volleyball. 

“I’m actually just under 6ft 3in, so if any¬ 
thing I technically shouldn’t have been on it. 

“I was too small for volleyball and I wouldn’t 
want to get up at 6am every day to go rowing. 

“But running, catching and throwing 
seemed ideal for me, so I applied for hand¬ 
ball.” 

McMillan was invited for a trial, along with 
hundreds of others, which he successfully 
negotiated. That led to further testing, which 
he had to fit in among his American football 
season in Germany. 

“I was doing it as a one-off chance to get the 
opportunity to work towards an Olympics,” 
he said. 

“When I came back from Germany at the 
end of my season, there was a letter waiting 
for me saying I was one of 18 players they 
wanted to take forward to teach handball.” 

After an eight-week crash course in 
Sheffield, McMillan was one of 12 people 
selected to join the British Handball 
Association’s full-time programme, based in 
Arhus, Denmark. 

All appeared to be going well, until the 
organisation had their funding slashed by UK

Sport in January 2009. 

With a £50m Team GB budget shortfall, 
handball was one of a number of sports that 
came into the firing line. 

“There were massive changes in the pro¬ 
gramme, and it was a real crisis period,” said 
McMillan. 

“Coaches left and new staff came in. A lot of 
people came and went, because they couldn’t 
afford to sacrifice so much. 


“The amount of personal sacrifices I have 
had to put on myself, my family, and my 
future as a result is massive.” 

But it is often said every cloud has a silver 
lining and, a month later, McMillan received 
what he described as a “lucky break”. 

“The German Handball-Bundesliga - the top 
league in the world - had financial difficulties 
as well,” he said. 

“One of the top teams (TUSEM-Essen) lost 


all their money and all their players. 

“They needed a team to finish the season, so 
they contacted the BHA and asked if anyone 
was able to come and play in what is the 
Premiership of handball. 

“The team selected six of us to go. 

“Five of the guys had played before, but I 
was the only one who had only been involved 
in the sport for just a year or so. 

“That was a massive part of my career in 


WHEN Dan McMillan sat down at his 
computer four years ago it was a 
moment that would kick-start a journey 
leading him to the brink of the London 
Olympic Games. 

The 29-year-old, from the Hampshire village 
of Sway, is likely to represent Great Britain 
next summer in the sport of handball. 

But McMillan’s path to 2012 has been a 
strange one. 

At university, his sport was American foot¬ 
ball. 

And McMillan was talented enough at it to 
earn a professional contract in the elite 
German league once his studies had finished. 

While abroad, playing in the city of Lubeck, 
he came across handball for the first time. 

But it wasn’t until hearing of an appeal in 
2007 for new players that he started to think 
about giving it a go. 

UK Sport wanted athletes to join their 
Talent Transfer initiative, in order to help 
Britain achieve its goal of fielding a team in 
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handball. It gave me an understanding of 
what the top players in the world were like.” 

After finishing the season with Essen, 
McMillan returned to play club handball in 
Denmark. 

“I went up through the divisions, from three, 
to two, to one, and I’m in the first division this 
year, with a team called Odder. 

“Pretty much every year I’ve taken a step up 
in level, so my development I suppose is com¬ 


ing on well. 

“Somewhere I do lack is the technical and 
tactical knowledge, where experience is the 
key factor. 

“But what I miss there I try to make up for in 
aggression, physicality and anticipation.” 

Because of the funding cuts, life is not easy 
for McMillan and the rest of the British play¬ 
ers when it comes to finances. 

But they all work part-time jobs, undertak¬ 


ing tasks such as cleaning, while based in 
Denmark to help make ends meet. 

McMillan himself is actually employed as a 
strength and conditioning coach for some tal¬ 
ented junior Danish tennis players. 

And he is desperately hoping all the finan¬ 
cial burdens and sacrifices will be worth it 
come next summer. 

“I dread to think how I’m going to come out 
of London 2012, especially if I don’t get into 


the team,” said McMillan, who is also helped 
by support from the Hampshire Talented 
Athletes Scheme. 

“I would be heartbroken, after four years of 
blood, sweat and tears to not get in. 

“So there has been a lot of worry about ‘have 
I wasted my time?’ 

“But you can’t really afford to think like 
that, you’ve got to stay focused.” 

However, McMillan has been a constant fix¬ 
ture in the British team since joining their 
programme, meaning it would be a surprise if 
he was not competing in London. 

“It would be the moment of my career to 
make it,” he said. 

“If I made it, it would just be a case of won¬ 
dering why did I doubt myself? 

“It would make me more of a man and 
mature me. Obviously, it would be massive for 
my family and friends too. 

“I have put everything else on the back 
burner just to chase this sporting dream. 

“I’ve just got to make sure I put everything 
on the line now.” 

In fact, McMillan is already a part of the 
Games, having been immortalised with his 
image on one of the special 50 pence coins 
released in commemoration of London 2012. 

And he is hopeful Team GB can make an 
impression on the court next summer. 

“We are aiming to be competitive in 2012,” he

said. “We feel confident we are going to win 
games.” 

Britain’s first competitive handball win 
arrived last year, as they beat Bulgaria in a 
thrilling Euro 2012 qualifier. 

“That was amazing,” said McMillan. 

“People kept doubting us, saying Great 
Britain don’t play handball. 

“Then we came up against a tried and tested 
nation, and a team of veterans, and won, so it 
was a massive boost for us.” 

The team has also beaten Belgium since, and 
recently ran an established Brazil side very 
close. 

“That shows how far we have come,” said 
Edinburgh-born McMillan, who moved to 
Brockenhurst when he was five, before the 
family switched to Sway, near Lymington, six 
years ago. 

As for his own future in the sport, McMillan 
has not yet decided. 

“For me, I’m 30 on the day of the closing cer¬ 
emony, so it might be a fitting end to the hand¬ 
ball,” he said. “But it depends what doors 
open up afterwards. 

“I’m aiming to eventually go into coaching, 
although that doesn’t necessarily mean hand¬ 
ball. But if I play well then maybe a contract 
offer will come through from a club in France 
or Spain or something.”

WAYNE ROONEY will never 
look back on his Champions 
League final goal at Wembley 
last May with any sense of sat¬ 
isfaction. 

Rooney, below, and his 
Manchester United team-mates 
are gearing up for their return 
to Europe’s number one club 
competition, less than four 
months after that chastening 
defeat by Barcelona. 

The one-sided manner of the 
contest has been impossible 
for United to ignore, even if 
Rooney’s clinical effort just 
before half-time had brought 
hope of a Red Devils victory. 

Lionel Messi and David Villa 
ensured that did not happen, 
rendering Rooney’s goal point¬ 
less, even to the man who 
scored it. 

“It was nice to score but it 
means nothing,” he told MUTV. 

“It is not a goal I will always 
look back on and remember. 

“We lost the game, so I don’t 
want to 
think about 
it too much. 

It just goes 
to the back 
of my mind. 

I want to 
help us win 
games.” 

This 
Wednes 
day’s 
encounter 
with Benfica 
in the 
Stadium of 
Light is a 
repeat of the 1968 final, which 
United won in extra-time. 

Yet the showpieces of 2009 
and 2011 have more relevance 
because they appear to place 
United a distant second to a 
Barcelona team many have now 
claimed to be one of the great¬ 
est ever. 

Paul Scholes recently sug¬ 
gested United were “a million 
miles away” from reaching that 
level, an observation Rooney 
accepts on the evidence of that 
one night alone. 

“It was a fair thing to say,” he 
said. “They are so difficult to 
play against. They have their 
midfield, then the forwards tuck 
in, so they outnumber you. 

“It is hard to get the ball off 
them and when you do, you are 
tired from chasing around. 

“We have to try and learn 
from the experience and 
believe, if we get there again, 
we will be better off for it. 

“You have to applaud them 
for the way they played. They 
are a great team to watch. 

“Our aim for us to reach that 
level over the next few years.”

United’s ultimate 

scoring machine

DENIS LAW, aka The King, 
one of a tiny band of 
British players to have 
been crowned European 
Footballer of the Year, is 
now in his seventieth 
year, though the image of 
him in full flow is bur¬ 
nished upon the con¬ 
sciousness of those of us 
lucky enough to have seen 
him play. 

There was nothing Elvis- 
like about Law when he was 
playing though; his style 
combined admirable brav¬ 
ery and a unique poaching 
instinct as his record of 160 
goals in 220 games for 
Manchester United proves. 

Law was an integral part 
of a famed striking triumvi¬ 
rate (with Best and 
Charlton), with whom he 
twice won the league cham¬ 
pionship and a European 
Cup. 


He also accumulated 55 
caps for Scotland, his most 
memorable performance 
being in 1967 when Scotland 
became the first team to 
defeat England when they 
were reigning world cham¬ 
pions. 


The cover of this lavishly 
produced book depicts a 
typically athletic Law in 
full flight at Wembley: eye 
on the ball, shirt outside of 
his shorts and in the 
process of side-footing what 
looks like a precision cross. 


Denis Law: My Life in

He later said it was one 
effort he would have pre¬ 
ferred to go wide, a testa¬ 
ment to the man’s honesty 
so evident in his playing 
style too.

“ALL who have put on a pair 
of trainers will know the sense 
of freedom that comes with 
fresh air on the face miles 
from home,” writes Robin 
Harvie in the prologue to his 
book Why We Run. 

Harvie admits to having 
never won a race in his life, 
though he has a capacity for 
tackling very long distances, a 
passion (the book is sub-titled 
A Story of Obsession) which 
non-runners find difficult to 
comprehend. 

“They may never under¬ 
stand,” he says of the obses¬ 
sively sedentary. “They will 
look on with complete incom¬ 
prehension at the idea of mak¬ 
ing life harder still. 

Though Harvie addresses 
the notion that the process of 
starting to run can, for some 
people, be enormously diffi¬ 
cult, once they’ve been active 
for a month or so, few want to 
stop. 

In other words, irrespective 
of how fast you go, running

can become compulsive and 
Harvie joins a lengthening list 
of accomplished writers who 
have found that the solitude of 
running enables them to trav¬ 
el on a simultaneous inner 
journey of discovery. 

In appropriately laddish 
manner, Harvie ran his first 
marathon for a bet, found that 
he enjoyed it and was soon 
running 120 miles a week. On 
average, this took around 15 
hours - ample time for the 
author to think about life and 
how to escape its depressingly 
routine nature. 

Though a very personal tale 
of discovery, Harvie’s account 
is laced with often excrutiat- 


ing descriptions of pain, philo¬ 
sophical musings and history. 
It develops to become part- 
memoir, part compulsive 
page-turner.

But Wilson, who turns 17 in 
October, is growing in confidence 
week by week and experienced 
team captain Jordan enjoys 
watching him and his fellow 
teens blossom.

“They’re not just squad players, 
they’re starters and regulars. 

“The first few games of the sea¬ 
son were difficult, but you can 
already see progress with the 
young players.

“We’ve got to be patient with 
them. There are going to be a few 
ups and downs and I certainly 
didn’t enjoy losing our first three 
games. 

“But I enjoyed keeping our first 
clean sheet against Woking (a 0-0 
draw) and the wins over 
Dorchester and Weston and I 
enjoy seeing the development of 
youngsters like Sam Wilson 
who’s come into the side at 16.” 

Standing 6ft 5in tall, 30-year- 
old Jordan, an experienced for¬

But for all his physical prowess, 
he says he would not have coped 
in such a tough environment at 
Wilson’s tender age. 


“When I was 16 I wouldn’t have 
been mature enough to play at 
this level, but a lot of these lads 
are,” he said. 

“I played my first Football 
League game at 19 and started 
playing regularly for Tamworth 
at 20. 

“Until then I was playing acad¬ 
emy games for Bristol 
City and there wasn’t 
the same pressure. I 
think this (Eastleigh) is 
a better environment for 
these lads to learn in. 

“Just look at Aaron 
Martin (now of 
Southampton) and Brett 
Williams (now of 
Reading and on loan at 
Rotherham United) who 
have both done brilliant- 

iy. 

“They came to 
Eastleigh, worked hard, learned 
their trade and are reaping the 
benefits. 

“Hopefully we’ll have another 
Aaron and another Brett in this 
group, depending on how 
quickly they learn. 

“We’ve played seven 
games so far and you can tell 
they are now thinking about the 
team more rather than just think¬ 
ing about themselves.” 

With their side top heavy with 
teenagers, it wasn’t totally sur¬ 
prising that Eastleigh succumbed 
2-0 to a physically superior 
Bromley side.

THE Magnate Care 
Hampshire League 2004 
kicked off this season 
without one very famil¬ 
iar name in tow. 

Due to a shortage of play¬ 
ers, Netley Central Sports 
announced their withdraw¬ 
al two weeks before the cur¬ 
tain went up on the 2011/12 
campaign. 

Following the demise of 
the old Hampshire League, 
the 110-year-old club spent 
two seasons in the Wessex 
Division 3 which was subse¬ 
quently annexed. 

Lacking the facilities to 
join the newly-launched 
Hampshire Premier 

League, they subsequently 
became members of the 
Hampshire League 2004 
which had been created for 
clubs unable to meet the 
Wessex ground-grading cri¬ 
teria. 

Netley twice finished as 
2004 league champions, lift¬ 
ing the trophy two years 
running in 2008/09 and 
2009/10. But, according to 
club chairman Barry 
Merritt, the appetite wasn’t 
there from the players to 
carry on. 


Netley will continue to 
run a team in Southampton 
Senior One, managed by 
Jim Langdown, but Cliff 
Nutbeam’s 2004 side has hit 
the buffers. 

“Cliff is more disappoint¬ 
ed than anyone,” said 
Netley chairman Barry 
Merritt. “He felt that if the 
players had stayed the side 
would have gone on to bet¬ 
ter things. 

“At our AGM it was all 
agreed that we would go 


again this season with two 
teams, but then we found 
out we didn’t have a 
Hampshire League side any 
more a week or two before 
the signing-on date. 

“The players have spread 
themselves all over the 
place, but most have gone 
to play at a higher, better 
run standard in the 
Hampshire Premier League 
or the Wessex League. 

“There’s also the fact that 
a lot players don’t want to 


play Saturday football any 
more. They prefer to play 
on Sundays and spend 
Saturdays at St Mary’s 
watching Saints.” 

In one way the mass exo¬ 
dus of Netley players came 
as a big surprise to Merritt 
but, in another way, it did¬ 
n’t. 

“We had players of quite a 
high standard here and the 
reason they kept together 
was down to the cama¬ 
raderie and team spirit, so 
in that sense it was a shock 
that they decided to go and 
play somewhere else,” he 
said. 

“But, on the other hand, 
we had all been hoping for 
an amalgamation between 
the Hampshire League 2004 
and the Hampshire Premier 
League and it hasn’t hap¬ 
pened. The players were 
getting fed up with it 
because there was no direc¬ 
tion for us. 

“We were in Wessex 3 for 
a couple of seasons but then 
the pyramid system 
changed and we couldn’t 
keep up. 

“We didn’t have the facili¬ 
ties and our hands were tied 
because we play at a coun¬ 
cil-owned recreation 

ground. 

“In my opinion grass roots 
football is getting left 


behind. 

“These days it’s more 
important to have hard 
standing and barriers 
rather than a good standard 
of football. 

“As long as clubs have 
barriers etc, they can go 
straight into a league with¬ 
out having to prove them¬ 
selves on the pitch as we 
have done.” 

The vital thing for Netley 
is that the proud, old club is 
still alive and kicking and 
Merritt hasn’t given up 
hope of re-introducing a 
county-level team next sea¬ 
son. 

“We’ve been playing at 
Netley for over 100 years 
and the main thing is that 
the club’s not dying,” he 
said. “There’s a tradition to 
carry on and we’ll regroup 
this season and hopefully 
get a new team in and start 
again from there. 

“We’ve got a season to 
work on the ground and 
Jim Langdown is a promis¬ 
ing, young manager who 
wants to go places. It’s 
down to him to get players 
in and start afresh. 

“We’ll need a few experi¬ 
enced, old heads, but we 
also want to attract young, 
local lads from the village 
who want to play for Netley 
and get a bit of pride back.” 


Bob’s bia Netley regret 


BOB Crompton says it was a sad day 
when Netley Central Sports ceased 
to be a county league club. 

Stalwart Crompton, pictured, has 
been with Netley for 65 years as a 
player, secretary, chairman and 
now committee member and just 
wishes he had known earlier that a 
lack of players would force their 
withdrawal from the Magnata Care 
Hampshire League 2004. 

“It’s come as a bit of a shock. I’m 
very upset this has happened after 
all these years,” he said. 

“If I’d known earlier I could have 
done something about it, but by the 
time I found out it was too late. 

“There was an opportunity to 
bring another team, Twyford, to 
Netley with their supporters, but 
they’d already decided to go and 
help Michelmersh & Timsbury.” 

Having climbed from Division 
Three to Division One of the old 
Hampshire League in successive 
seasons, Netley joined the county 


top flight some 60 years 
ago. They went on to 
become a prominent name 
in Hampshire football in 
pre-Wessex League days, 
playing alongside the likes 
of Basingstoke Town and 
Gosport Borough. 

But while many of their 
old rivals moved onwards 
and upwards, Netley 
stayed stagnant. And in 
recent years they have 
fallen even further 
behind, unable to keep 
pace with the ever-increasing 
demands of ground grading at their 
council-owned Recreation Ground 
home. 

When the old Hampshire League 
merged in with the Wessex, Netley 
spent a couple of seasons in Wessex 
3 but that was subsequently 
annexed and the new Hampshire 
Premier League was born and 
awarded Step 7 status. 


But Netley’s lack of 
facilities again went 
against them and they 
remained outside the 
football pyramid in the 
Hampshire League 2004 
until this summer’s 
mass exodus of players 
forced them to pull out. 

According to Netley 
Central chairman Barry 
Merritt, the team had 
become disillusioned 
because there was “no 
direction” for the club. 

They had been hoping for an amal¬ 
gamation between the Hampshire 
Premier League and the Hampshire 
League 2004, but lost heart when it 
failed to materialise. 

But Crompton, who is also vice- 
chairman of the Hampshire League 
2004, is optimistic the amalgamation 
will take place and is hopeful Netley 
can be part of it. 

“These things take time. It doesn’t 


just happen overnight,” he said. 

“As you can imagine, there have 
been some differences of opinion 
between the leagues, but the amal¬ 
gamation should take place next 
year. 

“Netley have got floodlights and a 
new pavilion and, provided they can 
get more hard standing down one 
side of the pitch and introduce a bar¬ 
rier and dugouts, which can both be 
portable, they could be part of the 
new league’s Premier Division. 

“But, for that to happen, we’d 
need co-operation with the local 
council and the club would have to 
get straight to work on improving 
the ground and building a new 
team. 

“It’s no good leaving it until next 
year.” 

*Netley’s withdrawal leaves a 13- 
strong Hampshire League 2004 this 
season. It includes the new Andover 
Lions club, set up as a consequence 
of Andover FC’s demise.

HAMPSHIRE’S Great 
Escape attempt is still on 
despite failing to hold on 
for a draw against 
Lancashire at Liverpool. 

Having been bottom of the first 
division for more than three 
months, Hampshire could yet beat 
the drop but they missed out on 
three points that could prove vital 
at Aigburth CC on Saturday after¬ 
noon. 

Hampshire had hopes of being set 
a realistic target when the final 
day began but Lancashire captain 
Glen Chappie decided to bat the 
visitors out of the game before 
declaring - setting them 361 to win 
in a minimum of 67 overs. 

Marathon spells for slow left- 
armers Gary Keedy and Simon 
Kerrigan ensured there would be 
many more than that. 

But the draw was always going to 
be the best Hampshire could hope 
for and they were denied in cruel 
fashion 

Hampshire’s last-wicket pair of 
Neil McKenzie and James 
Tomlinson batted for nearly an 
hour. 

But with only a few minutes left 
of Hampshire’s penultimate match 
of the season, McKenzie became 
Kerrigan’s NINTH victim of the 
innings as the visitors were 
bowled out for 138. 

Lancashire’s win by 222 runs 
keeps alive their hopes of a first 
Championship title since 1934 
going into the final round of 
games. 

But Hampshire will now need a 
big Rose Bowl win against 
Warwickshire, who lead 
Lancashire by three points at the 
top of the first division, to keep 
alive their faint hopes of first divi¬ 
sion survival. 

Lancashire began the final day 
on 195-2, a lead of 202, and added 
158 in just 27 overs before declar¬ 
ing on 353-3. 

Chris Wood was particularly 
expensive (9-0-76-0) but Lancashire 
decided to put Hampshire’s 
bowlers out of their misery when

Lancashire opener Stephen 
Moore dominated the third-wicket 
partnership of 161 and added 92 to 


his overnight 77 before finishing 
on 169 not out (230 balls, seven 
fours). 

Two overs were lost to rain when 
Hampshire were 26-0, but Liam 
Dawson was stumped by a big mar¬ 


gin shortly after the resumption, a 
first victim for Kerrigan. 

Much rested on captain Jimmy 
Adams, who made a ten-hour 194 - 
the longest innings by a 
Hampshire batsman since records

began - in the corresponding 
match last year. 

But he was lbw to Kerrigan for 21 
and Michael Carberry (29) and 
James Vince (8) were also dis¬ 
missed before tea. Carberry was a 


solitary victim for Gary Keedy and 
Vince was lbw to Kerrigan ten 
minutes before the interval. 

Ervine got off the mark with a big 
six, hitting Kerrigan out of the 
ground to ease some of the pres¬ 


sure ahead of the final session, 
which Hampshire began on 91-4. 

Neil McKenzie was the key for 
Hampshire, but after putting on 30 
in 12 overs with Ervine he lost 
three partners to Kerrigan with 


the score on 107. 

Ervine (16) was caught at slip and 
Michael Bates was bowled for a 
two-ball duck in the same over. 

Two overs later, Dimi 
Mascarenhas (0), like Ervine, got a 
nick to Paul Horton at slip follow¬ 
ing some variable bounce. 

Wicketkeeper Gareth Cross held 
on to a juggled catch to dismiss 
Chris Wood, who faced 27 balls for 
four runs before becoming 
Kerrigan’s seventh victim. 

Danny Briggs also fell to fellow 
slow left armer Kerrigan when he 
was caught at silly point by Luke 
Proctor without scoring. 

That left number eleven James 
Tomlinson with the challenge of 
batting out the final 55 minutes 
with McKenzie. 

Hampshire’s final pair had sever¬ 
al narrow escapes, most notably 
with 25 minutes remaining when 
Proctor, one of ten fielders around 
the bat, dropped McKenzie. 

Tomlinson was at his stoic best, 
facing 51 balls for his one not out. 

But with time left for no more 
than two more overs, McKenzie 
was caught by one of several close 
fielders for 38 (186 balls), prompt¬ 
ing jubilant scenes at Aigburth. 

Kerrigan finished with 9-51 - the 
best figures by a Lancashire 
bowler since 1953. 

Hampshire were 19 points adrift 
of Worcestershire before the 
penultimate round of games. 

But despite their defeat they 
closed the gap by two points 
thanks to Worcestershire’s 251-run 
defeat at home to Sussex, who are 
now safe. 

It all means Hampshire need 17 
points more than Worcestershire 
from the last round of games, 
which begin on Monday. 

Hampshire will hold sway over 
Worcestershire if they finish level 
on points, having lost fewer games 
in the Championship this season. 

But they will need to make sure 
they get maximum points against 
Warwickshire and hope 
Worcestershire lose at Durham 
next week. 

Yorkshire delayed the inevitable 
by winning their final match, by 
six wickets against Somerset at 
Headingley - but a solitary first- 
innings bonus point for 
Worcestershire at Durham on 
Monday will send them down.

Balcombe

DAVID Balcombe admits his 
future is uncertain as he 
prepares to end his Kent loan 
by playing in the LV County 
Championship’s first floodlit 
match. 

The Hampshire fast bowler 
has taken 30 wickets at 18.8 
apiece in only five matches 
for Kent in the 
Championship’s second divi¬ 
sion this season. 

That compares favourably 
with 35 wickets at 35.02 in 
his five years with 
Hampshire, but Balcombe 
does not know whether he 
will be back at the Rose Bowl 
next season. 

Balcombe, who is under 
contract to Hampshire until 
the end of 2012, admits: “I 
don’t know what’s going to 
happen.” 



The 26-year-old has been 
revitalised in Canterbury, 
claiming four five-wicket 
hauls and a career-best 
match figures of 10-102. 
“They've all taken me in as 
one of their own, it’s been 
brilliant.” he said. 

“I’ve been entrusted with 
quite a lot of responsibility.

I’ve done a lot of work in the 
winter on my action and it’s 
paying off now. 

“To get the rewards I have 
done has been unbelievable 
for me, but looking any 
further ahead, I just want to 
get through this game, 
Glamorgan next week and 
then see where I am. 

“I’d love to get recognition 
with higher honours but it’s 
just about performing in 
first-class cricket and 
performances speak for 
themselves.”

THE Rose Bowl’s 13th 
one-day international 
may have been delayed 
for several hours by rain, 
but it was worth the wait 
for a capacity crowd.

“But it didn’t do anything 
during the first two overs, it 
just skidded on nicely under 
the lights. It was a really, 
really good wicket, the best 
I’ve batted on for a long 
time.” 

England needed 8.13 an 
over when they began their 
chase, but it never looked in 
doubt with Captain Cook 
making a mockery of doubts 
over his ability to transfer 
his Test form to the one-day 
format. 

“We thought they had a 
par score at halfway 
because the wicket was so 
good,” he said. 

Following the abandon¬ 
ment of last week’s first 
ODI, England took a 2-0 lead 
by winning at The Oval yes¬ 
terday.

BASINGSTOKE and North Hants ended 
up as joint champions of Thames Valley 
League Division 1- despite losing by 
two wickets to visiting Amersham in 
their final game of the campaign on 
Saturday.

Youngsters bag 
the county title 


HAMPSHIRE’S aspiring 
teenager cricketers 
were the toast of the 
Rose Bowl this week 
after claiming a 
second prestigious 
national Under-17 
title in four seasons, 
writes MIKE VIMPANY. 

They won the ECB 
Under-17 County Cup, 
beating their Durham 
counterparts by three 
wickets in the final at 
Kibworth, 
Leicestershire, on 
Sunday. 

Four years ago - with 
the likes of Michael 
Bates, Danny Briggs, 
Hamza Riazuddin and 
James Vince in the side - 
they thrashed the north¬ 
east county at Hove to 
win the ECB County 
Youth Championship 
crown for the first and 


only time. Defeat by 
Worcestershire in the 
final west group match 
in Stourport last month 
put paid to Hampshire’s 
hopes of becoming two- 
day champs again. 

But Tony Middleton’s 
Young Royals pushed 
that disappointment to 
one side to beat the 
strongly fancied Surrey 
in the 50-over semi-final 
at Sunbury. 

That set up a tasty final 
against the previously 
undefeated Durham 
who, like Hampshire, 
have their Academy side 
playing in an ECB 
Premier League. 

It didn’t go that well at 
the start, with 
Hampshire’s seam 
attack struggling to con¬ 
trol the swinging Tiflex 
ball and Durham racing 
to 70-2 in the 11th of their 
rain trimmed 42 overs. 


Some timely and effec¬ 
tive spin bowling by 
Robert Gibson and Wilf 
Marriott sent Durham 
tumbling to 136-7. 

But a lower-order 
recovery enabled 

Durham - boosted by 39 
extras, 29 of which were 
wides - to reach a chal¬ 
lenging 195-9. 

A breezy half-century 
start by Jake George (37) 
and Gibson gave 
Hampshire a powerful 
launch pad, which 
Marriott (27) and James 
Halson subsequently 
extended. 

Halson, whose 49 
would probably have 
won a man-of-the-match 
award had there been 
one, and Ollie Mills (26) 
produced the fifth-wick¬ 
et partnership that effec¬ 
tively sealed it. 

But at 184-4 and with 
only 12 more runs 


required, Hampshire 
lost both batsmen and 
their wicketkeeper 
Lewis McManus (whose 
four victims in the 
afternoon session com¬ 
plemented a fine dis¬ 
play behind the stumps) 
in quick succession. 

At 190-7, Durham were 
back in with half a 
chance. 

But Ryan Scott - the 
16-year old son of 
former Hampshire left¬ 
hander and now head 
Middlesex coach 

Richard Scott - wasn’t 
going to let his Andy 
Warhol moment of 
glory pass him by. 

Two on-side bound¬ 
aries later and Scott 
was holding his bat 
aloft to acknowledge a 
three-wicket 
Hampshire victory 
achieved with seven 
balls to spare.
